W© have been reliably informed 
that a great many spinners have 
taken advantage of the low prices 
of cotton and have brought or con­ 
tracted for two, three or four years 
supplies or raw cotton. The coal 
strike in England Is about settled 
and the financial 
condition 
of 
every country in Europe is vastly 
improved over a year ago. We are 


of the opinion that other parta of 
the world will largely increase the 
use of cotton goods because of its 
reduced cost, and consequently the 
textile industries of the world will 
be running full time. 
It is on 
these facts and other conditions 
that we base our estimate of con­ 
sumption and milltakings. 
Cotton is selling 
considerably 
below the cost of production. 
It 
Í8 said that in some , of the Wes­ 
tern states cotton can be raised 
at a cost of eleven to twelve cents 
In the Eastern states, however, it 
costs considerably more money, in 
some instances more than fifteen 
cents. 
At present range of price* 
it 
will pay the farmer to pick the tail 
end of his crop. 
It will be low 
grade cotton bringing perhaps five 
six or seven cents per pound, that 
mean* to say, farmer* on shares, 
are leaving their cotton in the 
fields unpicked, reckoning that the 
proceeds would not pay them out 
of debt, and are working for other 
labger planters where they receive 
a certain amount per day for pick­
